NEW YORK, February 26.—It is said 


that Congressman Bourke Oockran DM 
decided to become a monk of the Catho- 
licchurch. Hie friends are diMUsnng a 
rumor that he inlen.ts leaving tie busy 
secular life and devoting hie energies to 
the Catholic church. It is laid that 
the Iocs of his wife at the hour of his 
political triumph has so saddened him 
that he contemplates applying to a 
Jesuit seminary -for 
aamieeion 
as

monastic 
novitiate. 
This

port has been given color by the fact 
that after the death of his wife, eigh- 
teen months ago, he had his gold and 
silver plate melted and cast into sacred 
vessels, which he presented as a memo- 
rial to St'Francis Xavier's Church, this 
city. The orator, statesman and lawyer 
does not deny tbe report. Neither does 
affirm it. He seemed surprised to-day 
when approached on the subject. 


"Is it true," he was asked, "that you 


contemplate preparing to enter a Jesuit 
seminary as a novitiate?" 


"Concerning that I have nothing to 
to say," he replied, after a pause. 


"Do you say that the report U abso- 


lutely without foundation?'' 


"No," he answered, "but I positively 


refuse to discuss this matter." 


Mr. Cockran's parents intended him 


for the church, and with this end in 
view he was carefully educated in the 
schools of Ireland, his native country, 
and in his early youth was sent to a 
Catholic college in France. At the age 
of 17 he decided that he was not suited 
•for the church and sailed tor this coun- 
try.

"The British ambassador hears that 


there is great misery and sickness 
among the refageea at Zeitoun, and 
especially on account of the bitter 
cold.

near the corpses of

and girls without a rag to cover 
them. Many, sent off, have died on the 
road from exhaustion. The govern- 
ment is unable to relieve; they appeal 
to us.

Press upon all 
committees our need for funds. For 
humanity's sake urge strongly."

THE ARBITRATION LEAGUE 


Rejoice at th* Proipmt of Early Accom- 


plishing the Object of Their 
Orgaalntlon. 


LONDON, Feb. 27.—At the annual 


meeting of the Arbitration league last 
evening a resolution waa adopted ex- 
pressing jay at tbe rapid, almost mar- 
velous progress of the movement for 
tbe establishment of a permanent 
court of arbitration for the settlement 
of diffences between Great Britain and 
the United States, and the hopeful 
prospect for the speedy achievement 
of the project. 


There was also adopted a resolution 


declaring that the lust of gold and 
land were at the bottom of the present 
troubles in the Transvaal and else- 
where, and denouncing the unright- 
eous practices adopted for the gratifi- 
cation of this lust.

CHICAGO, Feb. 
27.—Judge Carter 


heard tboconcludidg arguments yester- 
day on the petition of the county treas- 
urer to appoint appraisers for the estate 
of the late John B. Drake to assess an 
inheritance tax under the law passed by 
the laet .legislature,. The proceeding 
was begun in the orjunty court to test 
the validity of the inheritance tai law. 


County Attorney lies and Mr. Shep- 


ard, hie assistant, argued the case in 
support of the law. They contended 
that the state hag the inherent right to 
tax a privilege and thut right is not 
abridged in any way by the constitution 
of the state. The right to receive an 
inheritance M a privilege, they argued, 
and not a natural right. The new law 
divides, the recipients of bequests into 
clauses, lineal and collateral descen- 
dants, and within those classes it was 
contended the law was uniform. It was 
further argued that a tax on an inhei- 
itance ie not a property tax. and the 
new law is" therefore not subject to the 
provision of tbe constitution which re- 
quires that taxation shall bo equal and 
uniform. 


"FIRST KETCH THE RABBIT." 


Gen. Weyler About to Fire a Proclama-

HAVANA, Feb. 27.—Captain-General 


Weyler will .shortly issue a proclamation 
giving the insurgents in tbe provinces of 
Pinar Del Bio and Havana fifteen days 
to surrender. Those who do so will not 
be punished. Those who do not will be 
treated as bandits. In Santiago De 
Cuba and Purto Principe lists will be 
made of all persons who joined tbe 
rebels or openly aided them, and their 
property will be confiscated. 
Towns in 


the western part of tbe island will be 
authorized to organize guerrilae. Petrol- 
eum and other inflammable articles will 
be forbidden to be sold in ungarrieoned 
towns.

xceptioaof the southern portion ot 
Florida. 
At every weather bureau sta 


tion throughout this region the cold 
wave flag was displayed, and the warn 
nga were distributed at least twenty 
our hours before the cold wave oc- 
urred. 
Reports received from 103 sta- 


ions indicate that the warnings were 
irectly instrnmental in saving from 
estruction property exceeding KJKOfM 
n value. 


This estimate takes no account of the 


iroperty saved ae the result of these 
'arnings distributed from the Weather 
lureau stations to thousands of small 
towns and cities from which it haa been 
mposaible to obtain 
reports.

argeat saving reported was by owners 
nd shippers of perishable produce. 


Water pipes were protected in factories,

them will he used for the relief of the 
Armenian. 


Mr. Manavian says that there are 


600,000 ohriatianB in Armenia who are 
destitute. Thousands have been killed 
and their families are left in a most 
pitiable condition. He was called to 
take change of a Congregational church 
at Uarpoot, Turkey, but as the church 
was burned and moat of the congrega 
tion murdered by the Turks last Novem 
her, he decided not to go back to Tur 
key, and is now working for the Arme 
nian relief. He says that in all tbe cities 
he has visited both the cburcbvpeople 
and citizens have given him their co ope 
ration in raisisg S fund. 
He hopes 


to interest the people of this city in 
the cause. At Peoria next Sunday a 
mass meeting will be held at which the 
mayor of tbe city will preside. 


Mr. Manavian left this afternoon for 


Springfield, where he will make arrange 
meats for a meeting, and from there he 
will go to Bloomingtoq. He will return 
to Decatur on March 0 to make final ar- 
rangements for the mass meeting in this 
city. Mr. Manavian says that the move 
ment is not entirely a religious one, but 
that he wishes to interest both citizens 
and church people.

Foster Crawford and "The KdV alias 
Younger Lewi*, were capti&ed V 
posses of rangers under coinWnd pf 
Capt. W. J. McDonald, in a thicket, 16 
miles from Wichita Falls. When called 
upon to surrender they replied: "We 
will surrender under condition that 
you guarantee us protection against 
any mob violence on our being car- 
back to Wichita Falls." 


Capt McDonald's reply was: "Will 


bore a hole through you if yon don't 
surrender. But will will endeavor to 
do best of my ability to protect yon." 


About four o'clock the rangers 


reached Wichita Falls with the' prison- 
ers. When the city was reached it 
was found to be in a state of uproar. 
Many threats were made, the mob cry- 
ing that "We will lynch them!" "Give 
them a taste of Tyler; that's what 
they deserve!" 
But 
they 
finally 


reached the jail and landed their pris- 
oners in safety. 


Shortly afterward a crowd of well- 


armed men gathered together and re- 
paired to the jail, w^ere they remained 
all night discussing the situation and 
swearing dire vengeance 90 the prig 
oners. 
•, 


When daylight cam* the entire pop- 


ulation of Wichita Falls had assembled 
in the vicinity of the jail, each man 
seeming to bring a Weapon. Those 
who could not boast a Winchester evi- 
dently had some species of firearm con- 
cealed on their person to judge front 
the appearance of their pocket*. 
* 


At 8:30 J. A. Kemp, president of the 


robbed bank, and at least twenty/men 
were admitted to the jatL Identifica- 
tion was instantaneous and undenia- 
ble. The men were positively Identi- 
fied as above.

this juncture appeared oa the streets 
in a buggy and drove from group to 
group, pleading with them to do noth- 
ing rash and allow the law ty take its 
course. 


Suddenly the report was heard on 


all sides that the rangers were going 
to slip him oft) to Foct Worth. !• the 
twinkling of an eye hundreds of Win- 
chesters appeared on the scene and the 
mob at once made an assault on the 
jaiL After some moments they suc- 
ceeded in securing an entrance and, 
taking the prisoners from the jail, they 
proceeded with them to the northwest 
corner in which Dorsey was killed,, 
where a pile of inflammable material 
was ready 
Two telegraph poles were 


erected and two ropes thrown over 
them, m the ends of which loops had 
"been placed, which were placed around 
the necks of the ,men and the word 
given to pull. In 'an instant the two 
men were swinging between earth and 
sky. 
' 


The loud cries "Riddle them11 were 


the .signal for the firing to commence. 
The bodies were riddled with bullets, 
and left swinging. 


There are peculiar things connected 


with this robbery. Several days ago 
Dorsey, cashier of the robbed bank, 
received information that a plan was on 
foot to rob the bank and informed 
President Kemp of the same. 


"If the bank is robbed I wffl be 


filled, and I know it," he said. Presi- 
dent Kemp laughed at" him, but, at 
his urgent request, guards were sta- 
tioned for some time over the bank, 
but after some little time they were 
withdrawn.

the president of the United Statea, at 
the white house, arc elaborate and 
costly affairs. The president on such 
occasions invites all members of hit 
cabinet, with their wives and (laugh j 
ten, to dine with him. The president, 
and his "'lie, with their guests, enter 
the state, dining-room at eight o'clock 
in the owning, and they usunlly re- 
main at the, table for an hour or more. 
The time is occupied not alone in eat 
ing1, but 'a gossiping and nibbling at

the numerous dainties which ere 
brought in by courses and removed 
from time to time by quiet,' expert, ex 
perienced waiters. The great dining- 
room is deco'rated with flowers from 
the white house conservatory, the ta 
ble is adorned with floral designs, and 
everything that wealth can procure lor 
adornment and pleasure is skillfully 
arranged by artistic fingers. 


The president similarity entertains 


the members of the diplomatic corps 
In the Btate dlnlng-rodm once every 
year. These gentlemen arc ambassa- 
dors, envoys and •ministers from all of 
the nations of the world, and they are 
accompanied by the ladies of their 
families. These state dinners are so 
named on account of their offlr'aJ 
character; but affairs of state are 
never discussed on such occasions. It 
would be bad form to "talk shop" at 
such! a distinguished social gathering. 


From lime to time the president also 


gives stale dinners to members of the 
senate, members of the house, the su- 
preme court, and the leading bureau 
officials who rank next to the members 
of his cabinet. He also gives public re- 
ceptions to the army nnil naiy officers, 
and to citizens of the United States 
who desire to pay theirrespecta to their 
chief magistrate.

The vice president entertains the same 
functionaries who arc banqueted at the" 
white house. The senators, representa- 
tives and1 justices of the buprcme court 
give elalwrate dinners; und all of them 
take place at night under the gas and 
electric lights in the palaces of the 
the patricians of our republic.

decorations for one evening. 


One evening when the wife of Vice 


['resident Morton nos giving a select 
entertainment she was horrified by the 
action o1 one of her guests, who. though 
n man of political prominence, wus not 
acquainted with the use of modern 
doilies, which are Intended for decora- 
tion, and not for utility. 
She had 


juut imported a set from Paris, und 
each of them vvns hand painted in 
water colors. 
On the evening In ques- 


tion they were displayed for the first 
time at dessert under the finger bowls. 
Imagine the surprise of Mrs. Morton 
at seeing her gnest, so famous as p leg- 
It.lator, and yet so Ignorant of social 
amenities, coolly dip his fingers deep 
in the water an9 wipe them with the 
greatest nonchalance upon one of her 
precious new works of art on filmy 
bolting cloth. The costly little doily 
was a wreck, and the entire set was 
spoiled; but Mrs. Morton was so polite 
and well bred that she took her own 
doily and used it in the same man- 
ner. 
Her other guest* knew better; 


but they followed the example of Mrs. 
Morton, in order to save the misguided 
statesman from the mortification of 
realizing the grave error which he had 
committed. His wife soon heard of the 
matter, nnd it is presumed that she 
gave him a severe curtain lecture; for, 
cbout six weeks later, a handsome 
aet of imported doilies waa bent to 
Mrs, Morton wl th the card of the slates- 
man pinned upon the package.

Then comes each aapociste jus- 
tice, taking tbe hand of the president 
and making the aame bow and uttering 
the same words, to each of whom the 
president responds with thanks, call- 
ing each man "Mr. Justice" so and so 
whatever bis name may be. Then come 
the other officials, each one addressing 
"Mr. President." with a similar felici- 
tou* cspreaaioD. and being addressed 
in turn, aecordng to his title, rathei 
tii^n by the name given by his spon- 
sors- in baptism. The entire affair is 
severely official. 
It is not enjovabU 


to on on-looker, except as a matter ol 
curiosity. Of course, this is a splendid 
time, and an excellent place, to see 
all of the distinguished men; and 
those who have never witnessed such • 
b scene would be delighted with the 
opportunity. 
Once is enough, how- 


ever, for one who lives in constant con 
tact with the people who participate 
in the affuir. 
Upon no otheu occasion 


during nn entire administration can 
anyone see the president for so long 
a time, and observe his manner ol 
receiving the peopje. 


But Lltere Is alvv ays something oat ot 


the ordinary when the regular public 
leception commences. Here come the 
dear people who are out ,for a good 
time, nnd who halve not been accus- 
tomed to seeing a president or bril- 
Hunt gatherings. 
The wife of the 


president stands immediately on his 
i ight, and gives her hand to all of the 
officials wbo(call, .nnd they in turn 
shake hands with the ladies of the cab- 
inet, who stnnd in line on the right ol 
the president's wife. 
But when the 


crowds crime in they shake th* hand 
of the president, and go bowing down 
the line to the ladies, who are already 
too tired to extend their hands to tbe 
hundreds who throng past them. Ae 
each Individual enters the room, the 
master of cere^honie? whijpers quick-

The president imme- 
diately turns about aad gives his hand 
to the next caller, wKb Is also Intro- 
duced by name by the maflier of cere- 
monies. -tThua the reception continues 
(or another hour; and, if the crowd 
has not ojl fijod by at that time, the 
doors are closed atod the others who 
wanted to get in are barred out 


It is funny to hear the announce- 


ment, of names mode by the master of 
ceremonies. If you happen to know 
some of the individuals. A Mr. Thomp- 
son may be introduced as "Mr. Thom- 
as;" a Mr. Swift may be called "Mr- 
Smith;" and so on through, the gamut 
;f sounds of nffmes. The'-celebrated 
Don Piatt, at that time one of the 
beat known men in the country, pub- 
lished in his paper » atory to the ef- 
fect that when he called on President 
Hayes and gave his name to the master 
of ceremonies, supposing that Don 
Piatt was a name known to all men 
in Washington, he was amazed to hear 
the big roan say: "Mr. President, this 
IB Dam Pirate." It happened, however, 
that President Hayes knew Mr. Piatt, 
and laughed heartily as he greeted him 
by hia proper name/ 1 once called upon 
President Arthur, and the master of 
ceremonies announced me as "Mr. Shy." 


When the notable officials pass by the 


receiving line they hasten through the 
east room, enter their carriages, and 
are driven to other receptions; keep- 
lig up the round during the entire aft- 
ernoon. The general public, however, 
Is not in such a hurry. They loiter In 
.the east room until they fill it. although 
the ushers' are constantly saying; 
•Pass along, please." 
Finally, when 


the crowd gets rather dense they shout: 
•Get along, there, and hurry up. Thia 
la no place to stop. Hurry up." Mean- 
time, at the doors, other ushers are 
busily engaged in pushing people out 
is fast as they can. and right here 
many a loitering lady gets just too 
angry for anything, and wants to stop 
ind scold thev ushers'; but other peo- 
ple are pushed out after them, and 
they are obliged to go away, doing their 
Holding to their companions.
